SHERE FARM HORSER 


My father loved horses, th: big Shires, in 111 colours, brown, 


greys, all sorts. He bought, sold, bred, trained, schooled and "chopped". 
He didn't cut them up. No, he swopped, changed an older one for a 
younger one or one with bad habits for a well trained one. For my father 
could not resist the challenge of a horse to gentle, or break it in, to 
train it. So hewould deal and buy horses; any number, 7 to 20, young 


colts he would buy at the Deddington Pudding Pie Fair. As soon as he had. 
bought them, some one would say "Jesse sell me that chestnut or these 2 
ieee a swop you my mare in foal". Sometimes two or three farmers 


would get my father to do the buying for then. This was good policy. 
Lt seen them money instead of running the price up against one another. 
Dad bought for them. It was very entertainins to watch. 


When they were bought, Dad would run them along the rod pelteeies 
Banbury to the pest-house field. Again all 3 or 4 of tov farmer Uerrers 
would collect, then they would split the colts. One, if you wantea tour, 
could have the first two out and the last two. Father liked each man to 
select his own. As he often said, and always right, Beauty is only skin 
deep. Lots of farmers went for looks, Dad went for power, shoulders, 
clean lees, strong back. He did like to get matching pairs, red roans 
or blue - verhaps chestnuts, but trat would be afterwards. Tney had to be . 
broken and worked first. This was a. two year job at least The colts 
bought being yearlings. As soon as we had them they were handled, first 
by dust walking in throush the Pield by the colts, then we rode on the 
pony or dad's Welsh cob. Dad or my older Brothers woule then rids in 
amongst the colts, slowly and leisurely to get them used to the emell of 
Iman and beast snd harness In winter they were fed clover hay and 
gentled by ctrexing and rude ioe; in this way a siow wand lasting under- 
standing was built up. 


Work horses never had a harness on wntil two years ola. The first 
thing was the reining up by the means of 2 mullen (Bridle) ccllar to pull 
with and a crupper, this long leather had 2 buckles and one enc, the other 
was a cut out for the tail to be gently pushed through. It was then 
pulled along the back to the collar and buckled. The rein was fastened to 
the ames on the collar to keep the horses head up. For 2/3 days a colt 
was put in the big stock yard, for longer periods each day, then he was 
lunged. This was to teach it to come by the rein, being pulled oft times. 
This took piace on heavy plovghing, a strong long rope called a plouaniline 
tied to the mvilen. The horse is then encouraged to trot round at ropes 
length for an hour, we boys chasing the horse, the carter holding him in 
to circle around, then with ploughlines both sides, three of us each side 
we would walk or run it up and ont the field. When it is docile encusgn 
to have chains attached to it and a big drag with two older horses, one in 
front, one behind, it is put to ick: The weight of the crag and the power 
of the other two horses keep the young colt in line, and it soon settles 
down to follow the tail of the horse in front. Not so at the end of the 
field. The big job for me was to turn the first horse along the hedgeside 
and try to mike the colt follow, then back down the field with No.1, hoping 
No.2 colt will follow. if the horses turn too fast, horses, men and 
machine would be all mixed up.and turned over, ard somcone easily hurc. 


The work shifts would be short and only a few days at a thine to start. . 
because the green colt would have sore shoulders and mouths, being pulled 
and pulling itsekf. Most colts settle to work. Kind and easy 28 you 
treat them they respond to you. Some took longer to learn, some were 
almost human. Horses love to be in company with others, companionship 
is almost as necessary for horses as for children. They love standing 
close, staring at one another, helping licking and clea wing coats and manes 
and places one could not reach. The horses would, if in two separate 
fields, lean over the fences or gates to help another with their grooming. 
With a shire horse, a ton weight leaning on fences and gates meant that 
they were always needing repair.

DEDDINGTON. PEOPLE - PROFILE - ERIC DUNNING SPENCER 
eee SS RIG YUNNING SPENCER 


I have known Eric for many years 
and appreciate his craft in stone 
work. 


Although born in Stoke Poges he 

came as a very young lad with his 
father and mother to the Homestead, 
a smallholding at Hempton (St John's 
Way houses are now built on one of 
the fields the cows grazed). 


His first job was as a butcher's 
boy working for Mr Bolton who was 
also the baker and occupied the 
buildings now known as the 
Holcombe Hotel - Miss Annie Bolton, 
a daughter, had her French School 
in a part of the building. He 
later left Mr F T Bolton, as he 
was only earning 5s.0d. a week, 
and went hedge: laying and 
ferretting on the land covered 

by the Heythrop Hunt. Eric with 
nostalgia remarked how this was 

a marvellous time in his life - 
out in the countryside all day 
and dealing with the animals. 


His brother, Eddie, being a foreman with Hinkins and Frewen at Oxford encouraged 
Eric to join him in the building trade and this started his interest in stone 
work, especially the stone carvings on the Oxford buildings. The brothers 
travelled to Oxford each day in Eddie's old Ford 10. Here Eric remarked about 
the two Deddington brickworks and how these bricks were long and awkward and 
how we still have to put up with them in Deddington today in conversions and 
modifications to buildings. "Bricks are dead, artificial, and manufactured, 
stone is real material and alive, one can talk to stone". Here his face lights 
up when talking about stone and he produced some of the working tools from a 
cupboard in his kitchen - tools worn by usage - his wooden marled cord wedges 
which when placed alongside the quoin stones guided the stone builder; the quoin 
stone is the main stone in any stone work be it house, wall or buttress. Eric 
stated how Deddington Church is an excellent example for persons interested in 
stonework, 


House walls say 2 feet wide made of Hornton quarry stone built by a stonemason 
would have the help of one or two helpers who would infill between the two outer 
walls. This infill was not rubbish chucked in to fill a gap but stones placed 
in lime and mortar,and solidly built up as the walls rose. "Try knocking down 
some of these’old Deddington house walls, you will see what I mean". 


I'm told that in a relaxing moment, during his work, Eric gets great pleasure in 
studying how the old stone buildings and churches are built. It is stated that 
any unit he builds he carves a stone which is placed in the structure and in- 
variably a tin with present day coins and odds and ends buried in the work. The 
last complete stone house he built was of Witney stone at Aynho. 


Eric married on his birthday, a Saturday, and cycled to Kirtlington on the follow- 
‘ing Monday to work. When cycling home one dark evening he was scared stiff 

by a man coming out of the hedges leading a brown bear !! (Some people may 

- remember the man with his dancing bear travelling the countryside). 


Eric lives in a row of houses made out of brick and stone and posed the question 
why were these Deddington brick buildings allowed to be built in between stone 
houses. 


Eric is a staunch supporter of conservation and cannot understand the country 
allowing the Coal Board to spoil the vale of Belvoir and he is an antivivisectionist. 


He lives alone and his constant, companion is his Russell Terrier "Beau Diddle" 


who is 14 years of age. 
Eric has two sons, two daughters and nine grandchildren. DID -

Last month we heard about some of the houses in and around 
Deddington and in this issue we take a closer look at some of the 
buildings, shops and people who make up our village. 


First we take a general look at the area with STEPHEN WAGSTAFF : 


Deddington is in North Oxfordshire between Oxford, Banbury, Chipping Norton 
and Buckingham. It stands on a hill. Deddington has a tall church that 
can be seen for miles around. It also has a school which many other 
villages have not got. It as a market place with many shops such as a 
Post Office, a baker, a butcher and many more. Deddington also has it's 
own Health Centre. It has many hoteis and pubs such as the Kings Arms. 
Along the Hempton Road are two police houses with an office. There are 
three garages. Next to one of the garages there is a fire station. 
Deddington also has a library and a Community Centre. 


Well, Stephen has set the scene for us - now let's look at ome 
of those shops he mentioned and meet some of the people who work there. 
SOPHIA DAWSON goes behind the scenes at the Post Office. This is an 7 
extract from her work : 


Mr. Garrett came to talk to us and tell us about his job. The shop is 
over 100 years old and at one time it used to be the telephone exchange. 
Now it is a Post office and a shop. Mr.Garrett gets up at 4.30 a.m. to 
sort out all the papers which have been delivered by van, and over the 
week he sells between 7,000 and 8,000 papers. There are 19 delivery 
people who deliver paners for Deddington and other villages around us 
like Hempton, Barford and many others. 


KERRY SHAW joined a group of caildren who visited Haywards - 

Today I went to Haywards. The shop was built in the Seventeenth 
Century. They sell things like canned vegetables and canned fruit. 
They also sell batteries and even ladies tights. There are also a few 
sweets. There has only been one robbery from the shop. They have about 
a thousend customers every week. 

Sometimes Mr. Hayward is tempted to eat some sweets, cakes and 
fruit and things like that. 


(Sorry, Mr. Hayward, your secret is out $) 


SHARON SMITH also visited this store. 
When I went to Haywards’! shop I found out that their busiest day 
is Saturday. I also found out that at first it was a barber's ‘shop 
and then a fishmongers. Now it is a mini-market. We pay a retail price 
for the things there and Mr. Hayward pays a trade price. 


REBECCA COLEMAN visited the Butcher - (and don't be put off by her opening 
sentence - it really does get better $) 


When we went to the Butchers we saw a pig's head being chopped off. . 
In the butcher's shop they sell. chops, beef, chicken, pork, turkey, lamb, 
mince, rabbit, sausages, bacon and lots of other things. The butchers 
are very nice. Outside the shop it says Hoporaft & Powell and it was 
once a private house. They make about 300 1b of sausages every a 
and we went down on a Tuesday morning to see them being made.

faving looked at some of the shops in Deddington let's go into the church 
and join LINDA HUMPHRIES on her trip up the tower. 


it was quite hard getting up the tower because the steps get smaller. 
When you get to the belfry you are half way up. In the belfry there are 
elgut ropes in a circle. One o: our teachers is a bellringer and our 
carstaker is one as well. When you walk right up to the top of the tower 
there is hardly amy light to show the way. When you get to the top you 
can see for miles. IL could see my houseever so well it was like it was 
just underneath me. The cars looked as if they were 1 cm wide and 2 cm 
long. it was very good because I had never been up there before. 
When © first got to the top I was quite nervous, but when I had been up 
there for a few minutes I was alright ~ it was great. 

T found it easier going down than going up $ 
Linaa mentioned the belfry - and DAVID HILL who also survived the climb 
took a closer look at this area of the church. 


in the ringing chamber there is a set of hand bells - there are 
bells of different sizes. in the tower there are eight bells. Mr.Cowley 
rang number three. There is a box in the middle of the chamber and in 
this box there is « pendulum which rocks from side to side. Next to the 
box there is a “sable where we saw the record. book.....There was.a.ladder 
leading up above us and Mr. Dunton went up the ladder and got 2 crank 
hancls. Mv. Cowley took the handle and went up the ladder to wind the 
CLOCK. Some children went up to see the bells and Mr. Cowley rang one. 
It was desfening! There are two belis called Jack and Jill which were 
the smallest bells. 


Out of the Church and along to the Castle Grounds where we join HEATHER 
DODD reflecting on the view both past and present. : 


There IT was walking up the rampart 

T+ was very kard and very slippery 

I could feel a gentle breeze blowing around me. 
There was an old shed made of corrugated iron, 
Falling down and rusty.

THE NUCLEAR DEBATE — "Which Way Ahead?" 


Major General Stonyer began the debate by summarising the present 
Government's weapons policy. "All governments want to reduce military 
spending" he seid. "There must be a way of reducing nuclear and 
conventional weapons", Major General Stanyer then attacked the belief 
that arms negotiations never got anywhere by arguing that twenty—three 
international negotiations have been successfully completed since the 
way, He continued his argument by attacking unilateral nuclea 
Cisuvuanent "The only way forward is the rational way — you don't just 
give up forces unilaterally in the hope others will follow'. 


Mr. Sten Windass followed Major General Stanyer and promptly began 
his orgunent by dismissing nuclear balance as unimportant. "There is 
rough parity" he said. "Hach side can blast the hell out of each 
otnuer, Even if the United States was totally annihilated, sca based 
piseilos could still destroy every major Russian city". He continued 
by attacking the belief that the Warsaw Pact vastly outspends N.A.T.O. 
WN.A.T.O, in fact spends 1.75 times as much as the Warsaw Pact", The 
nuclear balance issue seemed to be the major cause for concern for 
Mr. Windess "Balance is a diabolical thought" he said. 


The debave Lltself ended with fifteen minutes of questions. The audience 
hdd obviously listened attentively and had some useful comments to mke 
and probing questions to ask. The Chairman, Mrs. Jo Carter, chairman of 
Banbury's United Nations Society, handled the debate and questioning 
woll end both sides had remained civilised throughout. 

The neeting was very enlightening and a credit to all those involved.
